Houses near the outskirts of the 
Basque capital were turned into 
machine-gun and rifle nests. Snip- 
ers picked advantageous’ spots 
from which to harry the invaders. 

During the night Government ar- 
tillery inside the city started a 
heavy bombardment of insurgent 
positions. While the shelling was 
at its height, long lines of automo- 
biles sped out of Billgwand along 
the Biscay coast carrying refugees 
toward Santander. 


Leaflets Demand Surrender. 

Insurgent planes showered Bilbao 
with leaflets warning the populace 
that the Basque trenches were 
shattered and demanding immedi- 
ate surrender. The Basque Gov- 
ernment ignored the warning. 


An insurgent communique, which 
estimated Basque casualties during 
the last four days as about 6000, 
said the attackers were descending 
to the capital along a line that 
stretched from Galdacano, south of 
the city, to the sea on the east 
side. 

Their aim was to surround the 
city before launching a final drive 
into the streets. By extending their 
lines across the Nervion near Gal- 
dacano, insurgents could halt com-

G. H. Davis Says Only

WASHINGTON, June 15. 
Spokesmen for employers and em- 
ployes took opposite stands on pro- 
posed Federal wage-hour legisla- 

tion today. 

Sidney Hillman, president of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America, a Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization affiliate, told a 
joint committee of the House and 
Senate that “no more important 
labor legislation has ever been in- 


troduced.” 

George H. Davis of Kansas: City, 
president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, said there 
was no “possible justification” at 
this time for the Black-Connery 
bill. 

The Black-Connery bill invokes 
the constitutional power of Con- 
gress to regulate interstate com- 
merce, proposing to set up an ad- 
ministrative board to fix maximum 
hours of work and minimum wages 
for workers in all industries the 
products of which go into interstate 
commerce. 

.Hillman disagreed with John L. 
Lewis, head of the CIO, on one 
major point in the proposed legis- 


lation. While Lewis opposed re- 
cently a provision which would 
give to an administrative board 
power to fix wages higher than 
basic minimums, Hillman asserted 
elimination of that provision would 
“go far to emasculate the bill and 
to deprive it of many of its most 
valuable features.” 

“If section 5 (the wage-fixing 
provision) were omitted from the 
bill,” Hillman said, ‘efforts to make 
collective bargaining effective 
among the lowest paid workers in 
many industries might continue to 
be frustrated to the great disad- 
vantage, not only of the workers, 
but of those employers who gra- 
ciously, or grudgingly, participate 
in the collective bargaining ar- 
rangements.” 

Under a section a board could 
fix “fair” wages above minimums 
set by law up to $1200 a year, based 
on the value of the services. 

Lewis’ Argument. 

Lewis had argued the provision 
might hazard collective bargaining 
by the wage-fixing power given the 
board. sf 

“I regard Section 5 not as a 
threat but as an aid to collective 
bargaining,” Hillman said. “As a 
leader of organized labor, I wel- 
come the efforts of the Government 
to bolster up labor standards for 
those poorly paid and over-worked, 
whether they be organized or un- 
organized.” 

Hillman recommended 40 cents 
an hour as a “floor” for wages and 
40 hours as the maximum work 
week, 

He said he was opposed to speci- 
fying geographical or other wage 
differentials, which, he suggested, 
should be left to the administra- 
tive authority’s discretion. 

“Upon the ultimate success of this 
effort,” Hillman testified, “modest-

SELLING STOLEN AUTOS: 


Joseph Kennedy Deceived As- 
sociate at Bonne Terre, Mo., 
Where He Will Be Tried. 


Joseph Kennedy, a used car sales- 
man, has signed a statement ad- 
mitting that he sold 17 automobiles 
stolen in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County since May, 1936, the State 
Highway Patrol at Kirkwood an- 
nounced today. 

Kennedy was arrested Sunday on 
Highway 50 just west of Kirkwood, 
when a highway patrolman recog- 
nized the license plates of the car 
he was driving. He had _—- been 
sought since May 26, when an in- 
vestigation showed that a company 
with which he was connected in 
Bonne Terre, Mo., had sold nine 
stolen automobiles in two months. 
In his statement, Kennedy, who

About 175 women employes of a 
‘stemming department of the Lig- 
gett & Myers Tobacco Co. remained 
in the plant last night In a stay-in 
strike protesting against the refus- 
al of some of their fellow employes 
ito join Tobacco Workers’ Local 
‘Union No. 200, affiliated with the 
| American Federation of Labor. 


| The women, attired in their white 
'working garments, were leaning 
| from windows of the department, in 
.a four-story building on the Park 
avenue side of the extensive tobac- 
'co factory, this morning, continuing 
their refusal to work until about 50 
of their fellow workers joined the 
union. The department, one of 
three tobacco stemming: divisions, 
was shut down, but. there was no 
interruption of operations in other 


plant departments. 


Signers Are Cheered. 

There are 275 employes in the 
department and when some of those 
who did not join in the demonstra- 
tion reached the plant this morning, 
they were met by a woman union 
officer, who solicited signatures to 
union application cards. Workers 
who signed were greeted with 
cheers by the women at the open 
windows. Those who did not, and 
turned away, were loudly booed. 

Company guards required all 
women entering the plant to show 
union cards, turning away others. 

Strikers told a Post-Dispatch ree 
porter that this was the third stay- 
in demonstration in a week, that 
the others occurred last Thursday 
and Friday, each lasting several 
hours. When the non-union work- 
ers again rejected invitations of the 
union members yesterday, the lat- 
ter stopped. work at 3:30 p. m., an 
hour before*the usual quitting time. 
At 4:30, those who had decided to 
participate in the stay-in strike, re- 
fused to leave the department. 

Food Taken Into Plant. 

No effort was made by the mane 
agement to oust the strikers or to 
stop sympathizers from bringing 
them food. Coffee and sandwiches 
were carried in the door, where two 
company guards were stationed. 
Strikers said they expected to hold 
a conference with the plant man- 
agement today. 

James Wellman, factory man- 
ager, declined to discuss the strike 
with reporters. In a report to 
police, Wellman said he expected 
to shut down the entire plant if the 
strike continued, throwing 2500 em- 
ployes out of work. The plant man- 
ufactures plug, twist and fine cut 
tobacco.. 

Last month it was announced 
that Local 200, Tobacco Workers, 
had been recognized by the Liggett 
& Myers Co. for its members. An 
agreement signed by the company 
and the union provided for a five- 
day, 40-hour week and time and a 
half for overtime. Frank Wilson, 
union president, claimed that 95 per 
cent of the production employes 
were union members.

BRITAIN DEFAULTS 
~ AGAIN ON WAR DEBI 


‘Now $871,815,000, Behind on 


~U. S. Obligation; Has No 
Solution to Offer. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 15. — Great 


Britain added its name again today 
to the list of defaulters on war 
debts to the United States. 

In language almost identical with 
previous communications on the 
subject, Sir Ronald Lindsay, the 
British Ambassador, notified Secre- 
tary of State Hull that his Govern- 
ment’s installment of $85,670,765 due 
today would not be met. He added 
that as yet Great Britain had no 
proposal to offer looking toward a 
settlement of the account, now in 
default since 1933. 

Six other war debtors previously 
had notified this Government of 
their inability to meet the regular 
semi-annual payment, the total of 
which, including installments al- 
ready in arrears, amounts to $1, 
520,159,863. 

Acknowledging receipt of the rou- 
tine American reminder of amounts 
due today, Ambassador Lindsay 
said: 

“I am directed to express the ap- 
preciation of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment of the assurance that the 
Government of the United States is 
fully disposed to discuss any pro- 
posals which His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment may decide to put forward in 
regard to the payment of this in- 
debtedness; and in return I am to 
assure you that His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment will be willing to reopen 
discussions on the subject when- 
ever circumstances are such as to 
warrant the hope that a satisfac 
tory result might be reached.” 

Britain’s total defaulted debt, in- 
cluding today’s installment, amounts 
to $871,815,601. 

The Treasury reported receipt of 
Finland’s $163,143 semi-annual war 
debt payment. Finland was. the 
only country to meet the semi-an- 
nual payment today.

souri has come to an end. It was the 

longest session ever held in our State, 
and its record was fittingly ¢cescribed by 
Senator Phil M. Donnelly when he declared: 
“This Legislature will go down as the great- 
est grab-bag session in history.” 

Among the many tax-saving measures 
sponsored by the Missouri Farmers’ Associa- 
tion in 1933, which were adopted by Gov. 
Park as his “economy program,” was one 
that required County Collectors to take over 
the duties of County Treasurer in counties 
of 40,000 population or less. This law was 
repealed without giving time to test its 
practicability, and without repealing the 25 
per cent increase which was voted to Col- 
lectors two years ago for taking over the 
duties of Treasurer. Thus Gov. Stark will 
appoint Treasurers in 74 counties at an av- 
erage increased cost of $1500 per county. 

It repealed the Jones-Munger law, which 
gave those who lose their homes under fore- 
closure two years’ time in which to redeem 
them, and which reduced the fees that 
county officials; tax attorneys and newspa- 
pers collected from such unfortunates, 

It passed a law that will increase the sala- 
ries of Prosecuting Attorneys in counties 
with a population of 15,000 to 20,000 from 50 
to 100 per cent, and one which changes the 
compensation of County Clerks from a fee 
to a salary basis, and another which allows 
them the same fee for preparing the county 
financial statement that newspapers receive 
for publishing it, and in many counties the 
latter receive as much as the Clerks now 
receive in salary; also another law which 
in counties of 50,000 population or less 
grants County Clerks added compensation 
for work in connection with the County 
Budget Act. Thus, the Legislature enabled 
County Clerks to adopt with a vengeance the 
advice of Polonius, “Put money in thy purse.” 

* * - 


It created a revision committee of 16 mem- 
bers who will receive $10 per day and ex- 
penses to revise the State statutes. It passed 
a law increasing the number of Assistant At- 
torneys-General from six to 10, and hiked 
their salaries. Lack of space forbids men- 
tion of many other “grab-bag” measures, to 
say nothing of the clerk scandal. 

The Legislature appropriated the gigantic 
sum of $175,000,000, or $40,000,000 more than 
the session two years ago. The most com- 
mendable thing it did was to enact a Social 
Security Act free of local political control. 

And this at the hands of the Democratic 
party, which in the last campaign solemnly 
pledged an “economical administration” to 
the people of Missouri! This when literally 
thousands of farmers and townspeople in our 
State have lost their homes because they 
could no longer pay their taxes, and when 
we are still spending millions for relief! 
What a spectacle, and what a travesty at the 
hands of a party that has Thomas Jefferson 
for its patron saint! 

On the other hand, while raising salaries 
right and left with the abandon of drunken 
sailors, instead of seeking increased revenue

During 
the next two years, an additional burden of 
$24,000,000 will be levied chiefly upon the 
bread, meat, shoes and clothing consumed 
in our State—in other words, this burden will 
be placed on those least able to bear it. 

The House Insurance 
Committee whitewashed the O’Malley fire 
insurance deal which deprived the policy- 
holders of the State of millions of dollars 
of the impounded funds without warrant of 
law, and has supplied a flock of lawyers 
with the greatest buzzard’s feast in history. 

Pledged to honest permanent registration 
laws in St. Louis and Kansas City, the Legis- 
lature enacted farcical laws that will not 
break the control of the big machines in 
future elections.

them, it proceeded to elect them. Those who 
aspired to these offices crawled upon their 
stomachs to the big boss, and were delirious 
with joy when they received his blessing. 

Recently, in speaking of conditions in 
Kansas City, and the men being sentenced, 
Judge Reeves said: “These defendants were 
instructed to do what they did. Somebody 
here, probably prominent, has induced these 
people to do these things, yet these per- 
sons do not divulge their identity. They 
remain in the background. They do not 
come in and say, ‘Let us be punished. We 
ordered them to do what they did.’” And 
then he added: “I wonder how long the peo- 
ple will remain apathetic in the face of such 
staggering crimes!” 

It was these last words of the fearless 
Federal Judge that constitute a profoundly 
alarming commentary on the shocking con- 
ditions that have existed in Missouri during 
recent years. Is there any evidence that the 
mass of our voters are incensed over a 
“grab-bag” Legislature, or over the appal- 
ling revelations in Kansas City? Not so that 
one can notice it. 

With the big boss back on the job, the 
machine is still pursuing the even tenor of 
its way, and the legislators have returned 
to their homes undisturbed, and with Gov. 
Stark's praise ringing in their ears. Why do 
we thus continue to take it on the chin? 

Have we lost our pride as citizens? Or 
have we come to accept waste of the tax- 
payers’ money, a disgraced ballot and ruth- 
less machine rule as inevitable”? When the 
next State primary rolls around, we will get 
the answer to these questions, but mean- 
while, “How long, O Lord, how long!”

The country 
communities no longer possessed a 
numerous purchasing population. 
Hence, the country market for 
goods manufactured in the city 
could no longer dispose of their 
products. They rapidly declined.

Treasury officials, the income the 
legislators receive from the Fed- 
eral government is exempt from 
state incomé taxes. Dies’ point 
was that Congressmen are subject 
to other forms of taxation. 

Representative Nichols (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, declared the District of 
C.lumbia measure would not tax 
anyone not a legal resident of the 
District. He said the District gov- 
ernment was $6,000,000 short in its 
revenue for operating expenses for 
the next fiscal year.

N spite of the Will to Fail, in 
| spite of the Rewards of Failure, 

success is the normal aim of 
man, his proper objective. Energy 
is correctly used not by spending 
it to hold ourselves inactive, nor 
by spurring ourselves to unproduc- 
tive, sterile activity, but only when 
it is at the service of the maturest 
and most comprehensive idea of 
ourselves that we can arrive at. 

What this highest idea is will 
vary from individual to individual, 
and will expand with growth. No 
outsider can dictate another’s pri- 
vate definition of success. 


It is worth noting carefully that 
unless you have allowed yourself 
to overestimate your character 
grossly, your own success-idea is 
within the region of those things 
which can be brought about. Usual. 
ly, far from overrating our abili- 
ties, we do not understand hov 
great they are. 


Your idea of what is success fo: 
you is not here to be replaced by 
another high-sounding, “idealistic” 
compromise. You are not being ex 
horted, once more, to lower you: 
hopes and then find that you car. 
easily reach the simpler standarca. 
Such programs are only temporiz- 
ing with failure. On the contrary. 
the more vividly you can present tc 
yourself the original picture of the 
goal you once hoped to be able to 
reach, the better your chances are 
of attaining it. 

It has become a commonplace to 
say that we learn by “trial and 
error.” We learn by discovering 
that one course of action does not 
_bring about the end we had in 
| view; we try again, and perhaps 
| many times, until we find the 
| procedure which accomplishes our 
_ intention. We then adopt the last 
term in this series of acts. 

That is the mental picture we 
make of the “trial-and-error” meth- 
od of learning. Roughly it is right, 
but it omits to emphasize one ele- 
ment of the process which, although 
we may not dwell upon it inten- 
tionally, is never forgotten by the 
Unconscious: the, element of pain. 
We believe, or speak and write as 
though we believed, that the one 
success remains as the total resi- 
due of the series of attempts, and 
that it cancels from our minds all 
the failures which went before it. 
We do not take into account the 
tremendous importance to our fu- 
ture conduct of those discarded 
trials which ended in failure. We 
succeeded at last, it is true; but 
meanwhile we experienced failure, 
sometimes ridicule, sometimes rea] 
pain, sometimes grave humiliation. 
We by no means retain in our 
memories only the item of the final 
success, nor does the success op- 
erate to make the failure and pain 
unimportant to our Unconscious. 

The Unconscious dreads pain, hu- 
miliation, fatigue; it bends its ef- 
forts even more ceaselessly to the 
end of avoiding pain than it does 
to the procuring of positive pleas- 
ures. So we are faced with a fact 
which at once accounts for much of 
the inactivity, the inertia, to which 
we succumb at moments when posi- 
tive action would be to our advan- 
tage: that rather than face the 
mere possibility of pain we will not 
act at all.

administer extra supplies of them 
when we get all we need in a well- 
balanced die$. 

Two of them, it is 
agreed, must be added to the in- 
fant’s diet. So long, at least, as the 
infant lives exclusively on milk. 
Milk is likely to lack sufficient 
quantities of Vitamins C and p, 
But with the growing tendency to 
add vegetables and fruits to the. 
infant diet, very early in life, this 
will take care of Vitamin C. And as 
time goes on, sunshine will take 
care of Vitamin D. The con- 
sequences of possible Vitamin p 
deficiency are, however, so serious 
that it is well to supply cod liver 
oil up to the third year. 

For adults living on a 
diet, it is best to forget the vita- 
mins. 

One class of cases, howe 
especial consideration. And they 
fall within our definition because 
for one reason or another they are 
not living on a balanced diet. For 
instance, the alcoholic addict some- 
times develops a degeneration of 
the nerves with paralysis, called ak 
coholic neuritis.

ally due to lack of Vitamin B, and 
that the alcohol had nothing to do 
with it. | 

To put it <o the test, a number 
of patients with alcoholic neuritis 
were put on Vitamin B with great’ 
improvement, even though they 
continued imbibing. Control groups 
were studied, with the conclusion 
that the alcoholic who had ade 
quate Vitamin B did not develop- 
neuritis; in the group where the 
vitamin-calorie ratio was too low, 
neuritis was common. 

The same thing was found when 
the condition of the digestive tract 
was found to be so upset they could 
not absorb certain foods—in tuber- 
culosis, diabetes, cancer and certain

ATHARINE PASQUIER hopes 
K the women never leave their 

homes for good, because she 
builds them—primarily for specula- 
tion. She is the only one of her 
kind in St. Louis and thinks there 
are few women builders anywhere 
in the country. Her remarkable 
success in a field long-since pre- 
empted by the men she attributes 
to the fact that, being a married 
woman and mistress of a home, she 
Knows what other women look for 
and are entitled to in a house. 


Katharine Pasquier is so inde- 
pendent that she has an unlisted 
telephone and never advertises, be- 
cause, said she, “I couldn’t possibly 
be any busier than I am.” Her 
home at 1040 East Linden avenue, 
Richmond Heights, close to Davis 
Place where most of her recent 
houses are, serves as her office. 
A man secretary tends shop and 
handles the payroll. Mrs. Pasquier 
is seldom in her office. The place 
to catch her is on the lot where a 
house of hers is going up. 

She is there from 8 o’clock in the 
morning when her workmen arrive 
until they leave about 4:30 in the 
afternoon. If she has more than 
one house in the making, she di- 
vides her day between them. “I 
can never leave them very long ata 
time,” she explained. “You never 
know when even my master crafts- 
men will misread a blueprint.” 

Blueprints are as simple as ABC 
to her. She can take off a lumber 
list from one with. such accuracy 
that out of the carload of material 
she orders not more than _ four 
pieces will be left after the job is 
done. It hasn’t always been so 
simple: “When I first started into 
this business, I used to have al- 
left over 
from one house to build another.” 

Now she figures sacks of plaster, 
square yards of slate roofing, doz- 
ens of bricks—20 per cent of this 
shade, 15 of that—down to the last 
tack. Building is a matter of small 
details, with 28 or 29 separate crafts 
contributing to every house, but 
Katharine Pasquier feels that a 
woman naturally has a capacity for 
—and infinite patience with—such 
detailed work. 

Unless she is working under con- 
tract as she occasionally does, she 
starts with a lot, and an idea. A 
specific one that takes in the turn 
of the staircase, the height of the 
mantel, the color of the toothbrush 
holders. Having studied two years 
at the Ecole des Beaux Arts in 
Paris, she is draughtsman enough 
to set her ideas on paper. Next, she 
consults an architect, one of the 
who, she thinks, | “feel 
houses” as she does.

From 6 to 7 
she is on the telephone notifying 
the foremen whose crews she needs 
that day. “I have to know exact-

at what time. It would be wasteful 
for me to call my painters, for ex- 
ample, before the work was laid 
out for them.” 

“You understand,” she interposed 
modestly, “that any man builder 
has the same_ responsibility, of 
course.” (Yes, but she wasn't a 
man!) She went on, “I have to 
be very diplomatic in dealing with 
my foremen. There is rank among 
craftsmen just as there is in the 
army and I must be careful not to 
step on anyone's toes.” 

Workmen lined up for the day, 
Katharine Pasquier sits down to 
breakfast shortly after _7~o'clock 
agd by quarter to eight she géts 
away from the house, to be gone un- 
til late afternoon.” Sometimes she 
desn't stop atall for luncheon; 
sometimes she has it on the fly 
somewhere close at hand. Even 
her evenings are rarely her own, 
for salesmen besiege her at all 
hours. 

A personable, plumpish woman 
with the fair skin and blue eyes 
that go with auburn hair, she 
seems to be blest with inexhaust- 
ible energy. Thoroughly in love 
with her work, she can talk it 
hours on end with catching enthus- 
iasm, no matter how hot the day, 
or how pressing other matters. 

We met by appointment at the 
entrance of Davis Placé, on Hanley 
and Clayton roads, to inspect two 
or three of her houses. We drove 
through one of the 12 decorative 
gates which mark the entrances to 
the subdivision and for which she 
landed a nice, fat contract in com- 
petition with many men builders 
in the city. 

The first house we passed, Georg- 
ian in style with details she had 
observed in the restored houses of 
Williamsburg, Va., was one of hers. 
Pictures of it appeared in a recent 
issue of the National Real Estate 
Journal, 

Breaking a rule she set herself 
to forget all about her brain-chil- 
dren after they are sold, Mrs. Pas- 
quier had arranged for us to see

one of her houses which has been 
occupied since February. Bought 
by people of taste and means, it 
was charmingly decorated to set off 
to advantage its fine architectural 
features. Mrs. Pasquier believes ev- 
eryone likes a vista, and therefore 
tries to. design her houses so that 
when you walk in, you can see 
through and out beyond. In this 
case it was through a gaily treated 
morning room. 

She has discovered people also 
like the feel of big doors, and so 
adds four inches to the customary 
width of every door frame. She al- 
ways puts a real fireplace in the 
living room, a feature as indispensa- 
ble, she has found, as a roof; and 
she almost invariably includes a 
porch, big enough to accommodate 
tables, chairs, a swing or two and 
a portable bar. Other architects shy 
off porches, she observed, because 
they are apt to stick out like a 
sore thumb unless they are truly 
architectural; and they are expen- 
sive to build properly. 
doesn’t. stop Katharine Pasquier. 
She knows how buyers love them. 

In all the houses’ she has built 
in the last two or three years she 
has utilized the extra basement 
space as a game room—no longer 
called a rathskeller—but she has 
learned a lesson about putting in 
the bars as part of the fixtures; the 
temperance-minded visitors don't 
like them and say that if that is 
the kind of woman who built the 
house they don’t want to have any- 
thing to do with her or it. Now 
she leaves the bar, like all the rest 
of the trimmings, except wallpaper 
and lighting fixtures, to the pur- 


chaser.

Her kitchens are a point of great 
pride with Katharine Pasquier and, 
she feels, often “sell” her houses to 
the women. She first selects a tile 
with a pastel pattern that will not 
give the housewife or maid the 
heebie-jeebies after the first five 
years. The walls are tiled about 
four or five feet up from the floor, 
and the woodwork is a dead white. 
All corners are eliminated, closet 
doors are without panels or mold- 
ings to facilitate cleaning. Linings 
of built-in cupboards—this woman 
builder makes every inch of 
“waste” space into a cupboard—are 
painted to match the figure in the 
tiles. Stove, icebox and sink are 
recessed to get them out of the 
way. She does the same trick of 
recessing washbowl, medicine cab- 
jnet, and mirror in her bathrooms, 
and, smart woman that she is, sup- 
plies a hook at either end of the 
tub so that shower curtains can 
be draped back artistically when 
not in use. Frequently architects 
ask Katharine Pasquier’s advice on 
a feminine detail they see she has 
handled well. Not so long ago, she 
surprised one man going through 
her houses, taking copious notes! 


Since the women do more living 
in the house than the men, they 
usually—-and quite properly—have 
a good deal more to say about the 
purchase of the house, and “in the 
last analysis swing the deal,” as 
Mrs. Pasquier put it. Of course, 
she continued, it is a lot easier to 
make the sale if the man is satis- 
fied, too, or at least’ interested. 
More than once she has had the 
feminine half of the family ap- 
peal to her to work on a stubborn 
husband. Sometimes, finding that 
a woman has built the house, pros- 
pective buyers cool off a little. To 
overcome this prejudice, Mrs. Pas- 
quier has the real estate agency 
that handles her houses, send a 
man architect to check them over 
before they are put on the market.

Often to the accompani- 
ment of head-shaking from her 
male competitors, she is quick to 
adopt new ideas and new devices 
that enhance or simplify living. She 
was one of the first St. Louis 
builders to go in for the flat-roofed 
garage which is attached to the 
house, and the roof of which can 
be used as a porch. All her houses 
are now air-conditioned, and she’s 
getting more and more interested 
in the use of translucent glass 
bricks, resistant to heat and cold, 
and ideal for admitting light be- 
tween rooms.
